ISUPREME COURT 
HOLDS DOMINION 
ORDER INTRA VIRES 


Calgary, Mareh 11.-—The appellate 
division of the supreme court. of Al- 
berta has, by a judgment written by 
| Mr. Chief Justice Harvey, in which 
Mr, Justice Stuart concurs, but from 
which Mr. Justice Beck dissents, held 
that the dominion legislation and pro- 
clamationg therein under by which 
the importation of liquors into the pro- 
vince is prohibited is intra vires of the 
Dominion government and that the 
Dominion Express company cannot be 
compelled to carry liquor into the 
province of Alberta, 

As to the duty of the company to 
carry liquor out of Alberta to the pro- 
vinces of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
the chief justice says as follows: 

“Ags far as concerns the right to 
carry liquor out of Alberta to the 
provinces of Saskatchewan or Mani- 
toba, I decline to express an opinion.” 
He also declares that the provincial 
i liquor act is good.

Seer cattle feeders of Western Can- 
ada will be interested 
ment that is being conducted by A. 
A, Dowell and G, L. Flack, Depart- 
ment ‘of Animal Husbandry of the 
University of Alberta, to determin 
the comparative feeding value of oat 
and pea silage and sunflower silage, 
for fattening two-year-old steers. 

The objects of this test are—first 
to determine the possibility of profit- 
ably converting the cheap feeds of 
this country into marketable beef, 
rather than attempting to ship both 
the feed and the cattle to other parts 
of Canada or to other countries for 
the finishing process; second, to com- 
pare a full feed of silage and grain 
with a full feed of prairie hay and 
grain; third, to find out which of the 
silage crops common to this section 
can be most profitably used for this 
purpose; fourth, to compare a light, 
medium and heavy grain ration with 
each silage under consideration, and 
fifth to determine the type of steer 
that can be most profitably fed. 

Sixty two-year-old steers were pur: 
chased for this purpose, the latter part 
of October, 1920. Twenty of these 
would bé classed as poor type feeders, 
twenty as medium quality and the 
balance were considered good type 
feeders. They were given a_prelim- 
inary feeding of about three weeks on

three interesting historic events this 
year at Annapolis Royal, the ancient 
capital of the province. In 1904 the 
tercentenary of the founding of this 
place, under its former name of 
‘Port Royal,” was celebrated with 
great eclat—probably 10,000 people 
attending—and a monument to de 
Monts, the founder, in a command- 
ing position in the grounds of Fort 
Anne, stands as a permanent mem- 
orial of that occasion, 

Now it is proposed to celebrate 
and erect a memorial of the tercen- 
tenary of the birth of the Province. 
It was inj1621, the aren then 
being claimed by the British by vir- 
tue of Atgall’s conquest of Acadia in 
1618, that James I. ef England, VI. 
of Scotland, granted to Sir William 
Alexander (afterwards Rarl of Stirl. 
ing), a charter te make of this ter- 
ritory a Now Scotland in America, 
that an thore was a New England 


‘Iiterature and poblic life,” 


authorizing it issued on the Sth Aug- 
ust, 1621, and the date of the ter- 
centerary celebration will in all like- 
lihood be the 5th August this year, 
and the scene of it the old Fort of 
Annapolis, now called Fort Anne, 
where a bronze tablet will be erected 
as a memorial. 

At the same time and place the 
legal profession will celebrate the 
bi-centenary of British Civil Courts 
in Canada and put up a tablet in 
memory of the establishment of the 
first of such courts, which sat with- 
in the walls of Fort Anne in 1721. 

tablet will also be presented 
and dedicated bearing the following 
inscription: 

“This tublet erected A.D. 1921 
under the auspices of the Historical 
Association of Annapolis Royal com- 
memorates the ono hundredth an- 
nivergary of the arrival in this Towit 
of Thomas Chandler Haliburton who 
lived here eight years and began in 
this place his great career in law,

It is very apparent that the patron- 
age of a municipal hospital is, at the 
Outset, guaranteed. First, because of 
the fact that the ratepayers of the 
district are annually by taxation pay- 
ing towards the maintenance and up- 
keep of the institution, and secondly, 
‘because a municipal hospital, which 
is an institution efficiently equipped 
and staffed, offers to the ratepayers 
of the district the maximum of ser- 
vice:at a minimum of cost. 

‘The method of financing municipal 
‘hospitals is unique. Possibly one of 
the main factors is that the hospital 
is guaranteed sufficient revenue by 
taxation to take care of the mainten- 
ance of operation and capital charges 
of the institution. The municipal hos- 
pital ‘boards are to be congratulated 
‘upon the successful manner in which 
they have conducted the affairs of 
the institutions, and it is exceedingly 
gratifying to .note that in all the mun- 
icipal hospitals af ‘the province, the 
professional ataff iis of the highest 
standard. In this connection it is of 
interest to note that a member of the 
staff in one of the ‘institutions has re- 
cently been awarded the scholarship 
from the Alberta Association of Grad- 
uate Nurses.
